——The post-office department is now 
engaged in arranging the railway mail con- 
tracts for the next four years. Every rail- 
road is required to weigh the mail it carries 
for thirty-four days and the retura of each 
day’s mail is made to the department. On 
these returns are based the contracts with 
the roads for four years tocome. The 
prices paid are good. They constitute a 
large per cent of the profit to railroads from 
their passenger trains. The present isa 
favorable time for the railroads to have 
the mails weighed, for the statesmen 
are pouring their documents in every day 
Wagons heavily laden with buge bags of 
speeches, documents and circulars roll to 
the office every day. It takes a smal! regi- 
ment of men to attend to the mail of con- 
vress. 

Some of the roads constituting the Ken- 
nesaw route—certainly the Atlantic, “Mis 
sissippi and Ohio—are complaining that 
they bave not been fairly treated. It is 
said that large quantities of mail to and 
from Aiabama which they had been carry- 
ing fora long time were taken away just 
before the estimates for the past four years 
were made, These valuable mails were 
weighed by other routes, and they have 
peen paid for carrying them ever since 
But soon after the contracts were made the 
mails were returned to theirold route where 
they have been hauled a long time 
free as they were not weighed in the 
rests al.owed this route, It is claimed tbat 
the same mails are again being diverted.

MORGAN'S ELECTORAL RESOLUTION 


Not Authorized to Make the Oount—Mrs, 
Page Withdraws Her Claim from 
the House—The C:mmi-tees. | 


Wasnineton, February 4,—The senate 
finance committee this morning completed 
the consideration of the house funding bil! 
and authorized their chairman to report it 
back to the senate, with recommendation 
for pessage, with the amendments, which 
provide that the bonds shal] be redeemable 
in five years and payable in twenty years; 
that the rate of interest upon them shall be 
3\4 per cent per annum; that the one and 
ten certificates authorized by the bill shall 
bear interest at a rate not exceeding 3)4 per 
cent per annum, and that the interest in 
each case shall be payable semi-annually. 
The committee strike out the fifth sectioy, 
known as the Carlisle amendment, which 
provided forthe compulsory use of the new 
bonds as security for national bank circu- 
lation and for a change in the law concern- 
ing the retirement of circulating notes and 
substitute in lieu thereof two new sec.ions, 
the principal feature of which is the pro. 
visions thwé@ereafter the security given by 
national banks for government deposits and 
the faithful performance of their duties as 
public depositories shall consist wholly of 
United States bonds, The committee also 
recommend that the allowances for ex 
penses of issuing and placing the new bonds 
and certificates be increased to one balf of 
one per ceht, instead of one-quarter, as lim- 
ited by the house of representatives. 

— At a meeting to-day of the house 
committeeon ways and means, Representa- 
tive Carlisle, from the sub-committee on 
internal.revenue, reported in favor of abul- 
ishing the tax on matches, bank deposits, 
including saving banks, bank checks. pat- 
ent medicines, perfumery, etc. The com- 
mittee adopted the report, and authorized 
him to prepare a bill embodying the rec 
ommendations of the report, and report it 
to the committee, 
to abolish the tax on bank capital. Rep- 
resentative Carlisle also reported a bill to 
regulate the manufacture of weis beer and 
he was instructed to report it favorably to 
the house, Representative Tucker was in- 
structed by the committee to prepare a sub- 


stitute for the house bill abolishing the ten 
per cent tax on exports of tobacco. 
——The house committee on naval 
affairs had under consideration § this 
morning the recommendation of the 
president relative to the establishment 
of coasting stations on the American 
isthmus and instructed Representative 
Whitthorne to request the appropriation 
committee to inciude in the sundry civil 
appropriation bill an appropriation of two 
nuodred thousand dollars for that purpose. 
f late numerous speculations have 
been indulged in as to the probable course 
of Judge Davis in the senate after the 4th 
of March, and intimations, bora of hopes, 
have been frequent that he would act with 
the republicans on the organization. The 
result has been that he has come to be con- 
sidered in the minds of some almost as un- 
certain an element as General Mahone. It 
wiil, in the natura! order of events, be but 
a very short time before all the speculations 
on the subject of the course of these two 
senators will be set at rest. But your cor- 
respondent feels authorized now to say, ou 
the best of information, that Judge Davis 
will certainly stand by the democratic or- 
ganization of the senate. So far as General 
Mahone is concerned, the certainty that he

THE SENATE. 


Wassineton, February 4.—Messrs. Wal- 
lace, Beck and Windom were constituted 
the senate conference committee on the 
Indian appropriation bill.

The bill was ordered 
printed and placed on the calendar. | 

Mr. Pendleton, from the select committee 
on the subject, reported favorable with the 
amendments of the senate to allow the 
principal officer of each of the executive 
departments to occupy seats on the floor of 
the senate and house. The amendments 
permit either house to dispense, by staud- 
ing order, with the attendance of one or 
moré of said officers on either of the days 
respectively assigned for their attendance. 
The bill was accompanied by an elaborate 
report, and Mr. Pendleton gave notice of 
his intention wo call it up at the first favor- 
able opportunity. 

Mr. McPherson moved to take up the 
bill appropriating $100,000 to be used under 
the direction of the navy department to 
prosecute the earch for the steamer Jean- 
nette of the Arctic exploring expedition 

e urged his motion in the interest of 
humanity. He said the Jeannette which 
had been fitted out by Mr. James Gordon 
Bennett, whose progressive spirit in that 
matter was worthy of ail commendation, 
bad not been seen since September, 1879 
Grave doubts were entertained of her safety. 
Referring to the necessity of prompt action 
by the government, ifany action was to be 
taken by it, as indispensable, he remarked 
that if Sir Joha Franklin’s relief expedition 
had been one year earlier in its search it 
would have saved 200 souls. 

The motion was then agreed to and the 
bill being before the senate Mr. McPherson 
submitted a substitute appropriating $175,- 
000 or so much thereof as is needed to be 
applied under the direction of the secretary 
ofthe navy to immediate charter or pur- 
chase the equipment and supp.ies of vessels 
to prosecute the search fur the Jeannette 
and such other vessels as as may be fonnd 
during the cruise to need assistance. 

Mr. McPherson’s substitute was then 
adopted and the bill as thus amended pass. 
ed finally. 

After votirg down motions to take up the 
Grant retirement bill and franking privi- 
lege resolution, the senate resumed con- 
sideration of Mr. Morgan’s resolution deny- 
ing the right of the president of the senate 
to make the electoral count. 

Mr. Edmunds spoke at some length ex

THE HOUSE, 


The house at the conclusion of th? morn- 
ing hour resumed the consideration of tbe

After some discussion the bill was laid 
aside for favorable recommendation. 

At 3 o’ciock the committee rose and a 
number of bills coming over from previous 
Fridays were passed. When the bill for 
the relief of Mrs. Page was reached Mr.Goode 
of Virginia, said that since the discussion, 
which had taken place on this bill on last 
Friday, he had receiyed a letter frem the 
widow of Captuin Hugh A. Page, in which 
she instructed him peremptorily to with- 
draw her ‘ petition, If he felt .at 
liberty to consult his own feelings 
he would without hesitation press this bili 
to a final vote, but in this matter he felt 
constrained to obey the instructions which 
he had received from the petitioner.

Most extraor- 
dinary precautions were taken in the house last 
night. Almost: every door leading iuto the 
lobbies and corridors was watched by detectives. 
Mr Forster’s office, the spéaker’s house and 
Mr. Gladstone’s private room were guarded by 
the police. The members of the lobby were 
cleared from apn early hour, and strangers were 
net allowed to eater for several hours. 

The speaker, on taking the chair, read a state- 
ment that he Would use the authority entrusted 
to him with circumspection, so as to insure free- 
dom of debate, aud that he would shortly lay the 
rules before the house. Meanwhile ne will make 
a rule the practical effect, of which will be to 
preventa member who is dissatisfied with an 
auswer toa quéstion, from muving an adjourn- 
ment of the house. 

The announcement was received with cheers. 
There are very few home rulers present yet. Sir 
Charles W. Dilke, under foreign tfecretary, 
replying to aquestion, said that he had reason 
to believe that Russia was not advancing on 
Merv, but this he said was not consequenton any 
negotiations with England.

Outside the House, 
LonpDon, February 4.—The home rulers expell- 
ed from the house yesterday held a meeting last 


night, at which they decided to issue a manifesto 
to the Irish people denouncing the conduct of 
the house, but advising the p ople to keep within 
the lines of constitutional action. In expectation 
that the home rulers might carry resistance to an 
extreme, yesterday 180 policemen were stationed 
in the vicinity of the huuse of commons, 

The manifesto issued to the Irish people by ex- 
pelied home rulers in the house denounces the 
conduct of the house, but advises the people to 
keep within the lines of constitutional action. 
It is signed by Mr Parnell on behalf of the Lrish 
members and addressed to the Irish race at home 
and abroad. Previous to its being adopted a sug- 
gestion by Mr. O’Conner Power was discussed but 
negatived, that he members should go to Ireland 
to address and consult their constituents. Mr. 
Dillon will go to lreland for some days. 

The only English members of the house of 
commons who voted against Mr. Dillon's suspen- 
sion were Mr. Cowen, radical and home ruler, and 
Mr. Labouchere, advanced liberal. They also 
voted agaiust Mr. Parneli’s suspension, but not 
against Mr. Finnegan. The six members who 
voted against the suspension of the tw: nty-right 
home rulers refusing to go outon a division of the 
house were Messrs. Cullap, liberal, Cowen, La 
bouchere, MacDouald, liberal, McFarland, home 
ruler, and Sir Joseph McKeuna, some ruler.

granite belt said they would have Mathews, 
and accordingly he was elected, and before 
tne expiration of his term they wanted him 
to represent them in congress. It was in 1786 
he was first elected governor, and he was 
the first representative of the state in the 
congress of the new government, and he 
was again governor of Georgia in 1784-05 
It was during this period that the peopie of 
the state became terribly excited by the 
action of the legislature in the disposal of 
quite half of the public domain. The pr 
vious action of the legislature in disposing 
of portions of this terri tory had been re 
peaied because «f the failure of the compa- 
nies purchasing to meet their engagements, 
urging as a reason for this that the govern 
mentof the United States had negotiated a 
treaty with the Indians guaranteeing their 
and pussession of the lands vended. 
This action of the government caused a 
conflict of authority between it and the 
government of Georgia, the latter promptly 
announcing that she would disregard this 
act and sell to whom she pleased the terri- 
tory within herlimits. This was announced 
in the preamble of the act of sale to the 
famous Yazoo company. The passage of 
this act Of sale was notoriously a fraud, and 
at first the governor refused to sign it and 
actually prepared a veto message, but sub 
sequently approved and signed the act 
assigning as 4 reason for doing so that the leg- 
islature represented the sovereignty of the 
state ani could doanything appertaining to 
sovereignty not forbidden by the constitu- 
lion. ‘This wasthe first declaration of the 
doctrines of states rig in contravention 
to the authority of the United States gov- 
ernment, and in the celebrated case of 
Fle:cher vs. Peck, this was sustained by 
Chief Justice Marshall in a most elaborate 
opinion 
Suddenly from being the most popular 
man in the state, the governor became the 
most unpopular. The entire people became 
exasperated with him for this act, and at 
one time it was thought he was in great 
personal danger. At the suc ceeding session 
isiature his term woulde x pire. It 
was his duty to remain in office until his 
successor was chosen and in- 
ducted to ._iofiice. This the legis 
lature seemed disposed not to recognize 
and delayed to officially notify him of 
their organization. Tne clerk of the house 
came into the executive office as if by ac 
cident, when the governor asked him what 
those fellows were after, that they did not 
notify him of their orzanization? He was 
answered that they “Jo not consider you 
any longer guyernor.”’ He sprang from his 
seat‘and with the rage of alion, exclaimed: 
“If they do not, by the eternal, I will carve 
my way through, their midst with the sword 
which never failed me when battling for 
freedom ’ 
Tue constitution required the governor 
to be chosen within the three first days of 
the These had elapsed and the 
sovernor locked up the executive oflice 
carried the k to his private resi- 
dence W hen t! was known a 
messenger from the house was dipatched 
demand the key.
